In the first iilace, be sure o f yo ur 
facts and avo id everything like hys- 
tcmia o r exaggeratio n; fo r to ass

he is inno cent is to give aid and ¡co m­ 
fo rt fo every sco undrel, while indul- 
genc in hysterical exaggeratio n serves 
to weaken, no t strengthen, the state 
ment o f truth. 
In the seco nd idace, be sure that 
yo u liase yo ur judgment o n co nduct 
and no t o n the so cial o r eco no mic 
jio sitio u o f the individual with who m 
yo u are dealing. 
There are go o d and 
had men in every walk o f life, and 
their being go o d o r bad do es no t de- 
])end upo n whether they have large 
bank 
acco unts. 
Distrust 
the 
man 
wdio is never able to disco ver any 
vices o f rich men to attack and the 
man wdio co nfines himself to attack­ 
ing the sins and sho rtco mings o f rich 
men. 
It is a sure sign o f mo ral and

mo re, an emplo ye o f the Sedalia Light 


and Tractio n Co . 
Mr. Larrimo re resides at 1611 So uth 
Ohio avenue, and o w’ed Rev Ayers a 
gro cery hill o f abo ut $30. 
Acco rding 
to Larrimo rc’s sto ry, ho cashed his 
mo nthly check at the Citizens’ Natio n­ 
al hank at the no o n ho ur to day, and 
as he left the bank he w’as met at the 
do o r by Rev. Ayers. 
The latter re(inested full payment 
o f the hill, w'hicli Liirrimo re said he 
co uld no t do . 
“Yo u’re a d—d liar, yo u can,” Rev. 
Ayers is alleged to have answered, 
and o n lieing called ano ther, he be­ 
gan “mauling” Larrimo re, inflicting 
a painful bruise and laceratio n under 
his left eye. 
The evidence will be heard in Judge 
Rickman’s co urt at 0 a. m. to mo rro w. 
Rev. Ayers admitted to the Demo - 
crat-Sentinel this afterno o n that he 
called Larrimo i’e a liar, hut said he 
did it in a religio us way, and did no t 
use the wo id damn.

mon advantage of the jieople as a 
whole. 
But there will he no halt in the 
work of the preserving 
the 
waters 
which head in the Rocky Mountain 
region so as to make them of most 
use to the people as a whole; for the 
policy is essential to our national wel­ 
fare. 
The public lands 
of 
the 
TTiited 
States should i)e utilized in similar 
fashion. 
Our 
present 
public 
land 
laws were passed when there was a 
vast surplus of vacant 
i)ublic 
land. 
The chief desire was to secure sett­ 
lers thereon and compaiatively slight 
attention was jiaid as to exactly how 
the lands were disposed in detail. 
In 
consequence, lax execution of the laws 
became the rule both in the land of­ 
fice and ill the public mind, and land 
frauds were common and little iiotinl. 
* * * 
The department of the interior 
and the department of justice joined 
in ])rosecuting the offenders against 
the law; hut both the law and the ad­ 
ministration were defective and need­ 
ed to be changed. 
Three years ago 
a public land commission 
was 
ap­ 
pointed to scrutinize the law and the 
facts and to recommend a remedy. 
Existence cf Great Frauds. 
Their 
examination 
si» ecifically 
showed the existence of great frauds 
upon the public domaiu, 
and 
their 
reconimeiulations for changes in the 
law were made with the design of 
conserving the natural resources of 
every part of the public land by put­ 
ting it to its best use. 
Attention was especially called to 
te iireventioii of settlement by the 
passage of great areas of public lands 
into the hands of a few men, aiul to 
tlie enormous waste caused by uiire- 
siricted grazing on the oinui range; 
a system of using the natural forage 
on the public domain which amounts 
to imttiiig a premium on its destruc­ 
tion. 
1'he recornnicdatlons of the public 
lauds commission were 
sound, 
for 
tliey were esiiecially in the interest 
of the actual home maker;' ami where 
tile small home maker could not utiliz(‘ 
the laud, it was provided that the 
government should kei'p control of it 
so that it could not he monopolized 
l)v a few wi'althy men. 
Congress has 
not yet acted upon these recommen­ 
dations, excc'pt for the repeal of the 
ini(iuitous 
lieu-land 
law. 
But 
the 
recomiuciidatioi.s 
are 
so just 
and 
proper, so essential to our national 
wi'lfare, that 1 believe they will sure- 
ultimately be adopted. 
Ill 1891 congress 
auihorizo<l 
the 
president to create national forests in 
the 
public 
domain. 
* ♦ * 
Finally 
the situation was ended in 1905 by 
the creation of the 
United 
States 
forest service, which has stopped the 
waste, conserved the resources of the 
national forests, and made them use­ 
ful; so that our forests are now being 
managed on a coherent plan, and in 
a way that angurs well for the fntiiro. 
Our Mineral Fuels. 
The mineral fields of the eastern 
ITiited States have 
already 
passed 
into the hands of large private own­ 
ers, and those of the West are rapidly 
following. 
This 
should 
not 
be. 
for such mineral resources belong in 
a peculiar degree to the whole jieople. 
Under private control there is much 
waste from shortsighted methods of 
working, and the complete utilization 
is often sacrificed for a greater im­ 
mediate profit. 
♦ 
What has been 
accomplished in the regulation of the 
great oil fields of the Indian Territory 
offers a striking example of the good 
results of such a policy. 
Last summer, accordingly, I with­ 
drew most of the coal-bearing public 
lands temporarily from disposal, and 
asked for the legislation necessary to 
protect tlie jniblic interest by the con­ 
servation of the mineral fuels; that 
is, for the power to keep the fee in 
the government and to lease the coal, 
oil. and gas rights under proper regu­ 
lation. 
No 
such 
legislation 
was 
passed, but I still hope wo shall ul­ 
timately get it. 
In addition to treating aright for 
the benefit of the whole people the 
forests and mineral beds, we should 
similarly try to preserve for the bene­ 
fit of all the peoide the . great stret­ 
ches of imblic domain, some three 
hundred million acrc-s in all, which 
are unfit for cultivation by present 
methods 
and

She ha.-L never had o ccasio n to kno w 
until recently, and no w that Í am tell­ 
ing her I mean to add Gv’ vv’.ays o f 
co o king to so me o ther things that 
may he given to small iiiiauts. 
Gruels being lirst o n the dietary 
list, let iis begin with Giem. 
Thty 
are made, o f co urse, wilh a cereal 
and bo iled until ali the no urishment 
is extracted. 
Then the 
liquid 
is 
strained o lf and is digested witho ut 
difliculty, as a rulé. 
Harley and f» at- 
meal are the first given, and barley 
is pieferied in the milk fo rmulas 
unless there is co nstipatio n; then o at­ 
meal is better.

Fo r barley wai­ 
ter, which is given so metimes when 
the sto mach is in a delicate 
state, 
there are prepared extracts in 
the 
market, o r it may bo made hy slo wly 
bo iling a cup o f the grain and a quart 
o f water.

sho uld 
be 
renewed 
until
